QUARANTINING THE HOME 
AGAINST THE DISEASES 
OF SUMMER 


| URING the next six months—the 
period of flies and mosquitoes— 
the average American home will 

be daily endangered by malaria or in 
testinal diseases, or by both. Yet, in 
nearly every case, this peril may be re- 
duced almost to the vanishing point 
by a small expenditure for wire-netting, 
plus a reasonable amount of determin- 


j ation on the part of the keeper of the 


home, 

It cannot be too strongly impressed 
upon the American housewife that every 
ily that enters her home may be heavily 
laden with the germs of typhoid fever or 
some other intestinal disease. Micros 
copically examined the fly ranks as one 
of the most loathsome of all creatures, 
It feeds on filth 
by preference, and its feet are so form. 
ed that the germs through which it 
walks are carried away to be distribut 
ed wherever the fly may chance to land 

in the milk-piteher, perhaps, Its pos 


j sibilities in the spread of disease are

Within a few weeks, however, the sur- 
geons were daily diagnosing typhoid 
fever; the hospital tent was crowded 
with patients; and now and then came 
the Word that this man and that man 
had died in the general hospital, The 
perplexed colonel ‘walked the surgeons 
from one end of the camp to the other 
every morning, but there was none wise 
enongh to point his finger at the cause. 
They all guessed, and guessed wrong. 

It is all as clear as daylight now. The 
Chickamauga woods were fuil of typhoid 
when the regiment with the health re- 
cord had set up its tents, Within three 
days the new camp was full of flies, 
which had come from other regiments. 


If it had occurred to one of the staff 


surgeons to examine the fuzzy feet of a 
few flies, he would have found the 
typhoid germs wh‘+h he vainly sought in 
the well—and his reputation would have 
been made, These flies walked all over 
the food in every company kitchen and 
the proud record of the regiment was 
quickly shattered, 

The mosquito, as well as the fly, 
should invariably be looked upon as a 
red flag of danger. It is not worth 
while to wait until he alights to see 
whether his body rests in a horizontal 
position or at an angle—in other words 
to determine whether he be an anopheles 
(malaria-bearing) mosquito, or one of a 
number of other varieties, The fact 
that he is a mosquito should be a signal 
for his speedy destruction and for the 
closing of the inlet by which he has 
entered the house, It is true that mal 
aria is decreasing both in its prevalence 
and in its virulence, but there are yet 
many thousands of deaths from it in the 
United States every year. Moreover, 
|for every ease of serious illness from 
| malaria, there are dozens of cases where 
| hout pro 


| the disease unfits for work v 
| ducing the symptoms of a fever. The im 
| portant thing to remember is that sei 
entifie medicine knows only oné way in 
which the malaria parasite can get into 
the human blood current—through the 
bite of the mosquito, 

The ease with which malaria may b 
acquired in a region where the mosqui 
toes are so searce as to produce no dis 
comfort is shown by the following in 
stance: 

An American and his mosquito-bar 
landed on the west coast of Africa, a 
region which has been known for a 
century as ‘‘The White Man’s Grave,’’ 
lle knew that ‘‘Afriean Fever’’ is sim- 
ply a pernicious form of malaria; and 
he had been taught that without the 
mosquito malaria is impossible. He de 
termined to protect himself against mos 
quito-bites, but he also began to take 
five grains of quinine daily as an extra 
precaution, To his surprise, mosquitoes 
were not one of the white man’s burdens 
on that coast. None of the European 
homes were screened; the familiar hum 
was never heard on the poreh after 
dsvilight; and most of the beds were un 
eanopied. Presently the American for 
got his mosquito-net, but kept up his 
quinine. Occasionally, on awakening in 
the morning, he would find a small red 
spot on hand or forehead; but it seemed 
absurd to protect against mosquitoes so 
few to attract notice,

HOTEL NOMENCLATURE 


oe is curious how strong is the imita 
tive faculty among continental pro 
prietors, who usually show a defec 
tive sense of appropriateness in the 
names chosen for their establishments.
